Mail  your  blanks  at  once.  Then  your  place  in  camp  will  be  assured.

Be  sure  to  send  mail  in  plenty  of  time  to  reach  camp  before  your  arrival. 

Wrap  carefully  -  duffel  bags,  strong  corrugated  boxes,  etc.,  good  for  mailing. 
Films,  notebooks  and  paper,  camp  stationery,  camp  postcards  and  stamps  may  be 
purchased  at  the  camp  store.  If  you  bring  your  own  notebook,  bring  ample 
supply  of  paper  to  fit.  Sheets  should  be  not  smaller  than  5”  x  8", 

Do  not  have  candy  or  food  mailed  to  you  at  camp*  You  will  have  plenty  to  eat 
at  meal -time*

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'TRAVELING  INSTRUCTIONS 


Older  Girls*  Camp  opens  officially  with  supper  Monday,  August  I 
Older  Boys*  Camp  opens  officially  with  supper  Monday,,  August  15 

All  campers  and  leaders  are  expected  to  be  in  camp  on  date  of  opening.  Plan  to 
arrive  in  Muskegon  or  Ludington,  Michigan,  on  Monday  morning,  opening  day  of  camp. 

CAMPERS.  TRAVELING  BY  WAY  OF  CHICAGO 

Take  PERE  MARQUETTE  train  leaving  11:30  P.M.  Central  Standard  Time  from  Grand  Cen¬ 
tral  Station,  South  Wells  and  Harrison  Streets,  Chicago,  to  Muskegon.  BE  SURE  TO 
TAKE  YOUR  IDENTIFICATION  CERTIFICATE  WITH  YOU  IF  YOU  WANT  TO  GET  SPECIAL  PERE  MAR¬ 
QUETTE  TRAIN  RATE.  (See  next  page  for  certificate)

Note  very  carefully  the  following  schedule: 

PARTY  RATES:  (Girls  leaving  Chicago  Sunday  night,  July  31  -  Boys ,  August  14) 

$5.00  round  trip  -  good  in  sleeper  (minimum  of  10  in  party) 

$3.00  round  trip  -  coach  only  (minimum  of  30  persons  in  party) 

INDIVIDUAL  RATES:  (for  those  who  miss  the  party) 

$6.00  round  trip  -  good  in  sleeper  -  16-day  limit 

(Make  your  own  sleeper  reservation  through  local  agent.  Lower  $2.00;  upper  $1.60) 

When  you  arrive  at  the  Grand  Central  Station: 

1.  REGISTER  with  ticket  agent,  (But  do  not  buy  ticket  at  this  time) 

2.  State  whether  you  want  $5.00  round  trip  ticket  (first  class, 
entitles  you  to  sleeper",  if  desired)  or  $3,00  round  trip  ticket 
(which  means  that  you  have  to  sit  up  all  night,  both  coming  to 
camp  and  returning  to  Chicago) 

3.  Return  later  to  buy  ticket.  When  TEN  persons  have  registered 
for  $5.00  rate,  agent  may  begin  to  sell  those  tickets.  When 
THIRTY  have  registered  for  the  $3.00  round  trip  rate,  agent  will 
begin  to  sell  those  tickets. 

Do  not  delay  the  actual  purchase  of  your  ticket  until  the  last  minute  before  train 
leaves  at  11:30  P.M,  Return  ahead  of  time  and  get  your  ticket  sust  as  soon  as  the 
agent  has  enough  persons  registered  to  sell  the  kind  you  want. 

Now  read  the  above  all  over  again.  Last  year  a  lot  of  girls  were  disturbed  because 
they  could  not  buy  a  berth  on  the  return  trip,  on  their  $3.00  ticket.  If  you  read 
the  above  explanations,  you  will  avoid  any  misunderstanding. 

Note:  Those  interested  in  traveling  all  night  by  bus  from  Chicago  to  Muskegon, 
inquire  at  your  local  bus  terminal  for  schedules.  Plan  to  arrive  in  Mus¬ 
kegon  so  as  to  connect  with  special  chartered  Greyhound  Bus  which  leaves  at 
7:30  A.  M.  from  Occidental  Hotel.
